1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Parker et al. 
(2008/0132771) teaches a method for determining blood oxygen saturation by sensing 
an absorption spectrum of light directed and then calculating an oxygenation value by 
evaluating a cost function of the remitted spectrum relative to at least two pre- 
determined reference absorption spectra representing different known levels of blood 
oxygenation but does include the steps as claimed in current application to determine 
the x, y, and z values. Therefore, in view of remarks and further consideration, the 
previous rejection is withdrawn. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
